DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The telephone interview for restriction requirement on 2/1 7/04 has been 
withdrawn. The action is as follow:

2. Claims 1-9 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record fails to disclose or render obvious a kit for use in making a support for a flexible 
covering for a tree, the kit comprising a center pole, a flexible tubular member, at least 
four spoke members, at least one central fitting, at least three through-tee fittings. None 
of the cited references teach all claimed limitations or structures.
